DEFLATION AND HOUSING 
Economist* 
and 
others—mainly 
politicians—who 
have been buaily engaged in interpreting and explaining 
the minor form of deflation which has occurred in stock 
and commodity prices and in some other lines, have uni­ 
formly ignored real estate and housing in their wordy 
outgiving». Yet it might be thought that people are more 
interested in building costs and real estate price trends, 
the housing situation being what it is, than in quotations 
of many other factors in the cost of living. 
Some astute real estate experts predict minor reduc­ 
tions in building costa before the year's end, but no dras­ 
tic cuts. If the cost of erecting an average dwelling drops 
somewhat, in their view, the cut must come in material 
costs. Labor costs will remain near present levels, they 
predict. None looks for a big building boom this year. 
Bsal estate prices will drop in time if the present 
downward trend in prices continues, as they always 
have in the past. But real estate experts expect no dis­ 
cernible reduction in the months immediately ahead. They 
cite two main reasons for this opinion. 
One is that the housing situation will remain acute, 
with a shortage of houses. Demand will prevent a drop 
to lower price levels in real estate. The other is that rent 
control has held down prices of investment •properties. 
This class of real estate has not been inflated to the ex­ 
tent that other prices were inflated, because frozen rents 
prevented an attractive return 011 greatly inflated prices.

One year of American help will not put Greece firmly 
on the path toward political and economic stability. Nor 
will the original $«300,000,000 of American cash contri­ 
buted for that purpose be enough. The job will take more 
time and more money- -how much additional time and 
money is anybody's guess. 
President Truman says as much in his second quar­ 
terly report to Congress on the Greek-Turkish aid pro 
gram. Recent “ adverse” developments have “ lengthened 
the time necessary for Greee’s ultimate recovery” and 
Congress will be asked to provide more funds for military 
assistance “ at the appropriate time.” 
It may be asked how 20,000 guerillas can keep Greece 
paralyzed. The report contains the answer. Communist 
bands ravaged the country, destroy villages, force people 
to flee for their lives. There are now 420,000 refugees in 
the cities. They are a heavy burden 011 a nation of less 
than 8,000,000 persons struggling with the effects of years 
of war. 
The Greek army can defeat the guerillas when it can 
catch them, it is held, but it has not been big enough to 
blanket the country or close the border. It is being ex­ 
panded now and eventually it should be able to restore 
peace. How long it will take and how much American 
money will be needed no one can say.

HARRISBURG, Feb. 26.—'INS) 
—The cost of government opera­ 
tions has soared along with the 
general price spiral, hut several 
state agencies have managed to pay 
for themselves In revenue collec­ 
tions. A survey prepared by State 
Budget Secretary Edward B. Lo­ 
gan shows that six non-tax gather­ 
ing departments took in enough 
money in fees and assessments dur­ 
ing the 1945-47 biennium to under­ 
write their own expenses and re­ 
turn a surplus. 
The study indi­ 
cates the biggest collectors were 
the insurance and state depart- - 
ments. The Insurance department 
obtained approximately $1,186000 
and after paying expenses had a 
$500,000 balance, Logan said. The 
money came from license fees and 
assessments on • insurance 
com­ 
panies operating in Pennsylvania. 
The state department enjoyed fees 
from political candidates aggregat­ 
ing $500,000 and spent only $800,- 
000. 


Other agencies listed as break­ 
ing even were the banking depart­ 
ment, game, state farm show and 
fish commissions. Expenditures of 
the fish commission overbalanced 
its Intake by only a slight sum, Lo­ 
gan said. 
Others running dose 
were the Public Utility Commis­ 
sion and Milk Control Commission 
Hie PUC spent about $2,000,000 
compared with its income of 81,- 
600,000 while the MCC expended 
$600,000 and realized only $275,000 
the survey showed.

of the various agencies include feu* 
charged citizens for services rei - 
dered from issuing birth certifi­ 
cates to inspecting elevators. The 
otal returns registered by the pro­ 
fit-taking agencies were $40,000.- 
>00 during the 1945-47 period. The 
-xpenditure* were $85.000.000, ac­ 
cording to Logan.

ity in the state house of representa­ 
tives during the 1948 election un­ 
less the GOP slates a popular, vote- 
drawing candidate for president.

A “no strike’’ campaigp for bet­ 
ter wages and working conditions 
is beginning to pay off for thp 
Pennsylvania State Nurses Associa­ 
tion. 
It has been waged for two 
years as a quiet, persistent drive 
to obtain sympathetic understand­ 
ing of nurses* cost of living prob­ 
lems. The organization reports in 
its periodical that many hospitals 
adopted wage scales outlined by 
the association at the beginning 
of the year.

HARRISBURG, Feb. 2«.—(fcs) 
—A special legislative committee 
aimed to codify Pennsylvania's 
motor vehicle and tractor codes In 
■ single statute. 
The joint state government com­ 
mission's committee on the study 
and revision of the motor vehicle 
and tractor code will present its 
findings to the 1949 general assem­ 
bly for approval. 
Rep. Samuel B. Dennison (R) 
Jefferson, chairman of the 12- 
member committee, explained that 
the motor code has not been re­ 
vised since its passage 20 yean 
•go. 
Codify All Laws 
"The commitee has determined 
to codify in one statute all the 
vehicle laws embraced in the code 
of 1929 and the 49 amendments ap­ 
proved since its passage," he said. 
Dennison said the comimtee has 
studied: 
A proposal to require all traffic 
to halt at points where school 
busses are loading or discharging 
school children; a uniform speed 
limit for all vehicles; regulations 
for pedestrian traffic as recom­ 
mended by the national committee 
on uniform traffic laws and ordi­ 
nances. 
Further development of driver 
training programs in high schools; 
permanent registration plates for 
vehicles; enforcement of the fl- 
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nancial 
responsibility

for ( 
motorists, passed by the general 
assembly but postponed; the right j 
of local police officers to arrest 
on sight without the formality ofi 
a summons; and fixing an effective 
date for the law—now suspended— 
establishing uniform traffic signals 
and eliminating overhead traffic* 
lights.

President Tru­ 
man can ask Congress under the 
Taft anti-inflation act 
for au­ 
thority to regulate grain use 0» 
breweries. 
WiU Save Grain 
This has been done in the case 
of the liquor-making industry. Dis­ 
tillery grain consumption legisla­ 
tion, once rejected by the house 
banking committee, now is pend­ 
ing In the senate. 
The new program for beer manu­ 
facturers reportedly will save three 
million bushels a year of corn, oats1 
and other scarce grains. * 
The plan, however, would allow j 
the brewers to use up to five p er! 
cent more malted barley each 
month than they consumed in th e :

Another 
piece of sheet was knotted around 
his neck.

A chain strip at his back linked 
the three separate bonds in such 
a way that the slightest movement 


would tighten the strip around his 
neck and strangle him. 
Looks Like Robbery 
“It looks like robbery,” said 
Police 
Commissioner Wailander 
after taking personal charge of the 
case. 
Haeberle's wallet was missing, 
his suit case broken open and his 
personal papers strewn around the 
room, which police described as 
looking “as if a cyclone had struck 
it.” 
Although he was travelling on 
Navy business, naval officials said 
he carried no documents in which 
security was involved.
